Sales Tax Token Errors 


Sales Tax Tokens, like U.S. coins, 
were manufactured with their ap- 
propriate share of striking and 
printing errors. Although there 
were relatively few of these errors 
in comparison to the numbers is- 
sued, there are enough for fruit- 
ful study, although they are gen- 
erally scarce. The Cunningham 
auction elicited a rather small 
interest. I feel that they are 
the'sleepers' of this field. 


63. CO#7a. One-Fifth Cent square 
alum, design about 25% off-center, 
with center hole correct.
